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Movie Premiere 
Passionate Portrayal of Port and Portuguese 

The port city of New Bedford and surrounding 
area will be spashed across movie screens nationwide 
beginning August 15 when director Dan Ireland's 
Passionada opens in select cities. A charming, funny and 
surprising love story set in the Portuguese- American 
community of New Bedford, Passionada tells the story of 
three generations of women torn between their instincts 
and their old world traditions.

restaurant, she feels the passion she keeps buried inside. 

Celia feels that love and romance have died with 
the death of her husband. As a single parent she spends 
much of her energy trying to control her teenage daughter 
who secretly tries to fix up her mother on an Internet 
dating service and goes off on mysterious late night 
excursions to the local gambling casino.

who were stuck in life, those who are left numb after a 
devastation happens in a relationship. The idea that love 
will happen again in their lives — and the opportunity for 
second chances seems so remote if not impossible.

Q: Were there any other films you had in mind?

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shooting, we started out with 25 people, so we got on the 
local radio and within two hours we had 500 people. We 
created the rest. 

Q: How did the city respond to you coming in? 

A: We had great support from the entire commu- 
nity and the mayor. Many of them are in the background 
as extras. I wanted that authenticity and didn't think 
extras from Boston would really cut it. There's nothing to 
compare with the real flavor of the Portuguese commu- 
nity. 

Q: How did you find Sofia Milos to play your 
leading lady? 

A: I needed someone who was haimting, heart- 
breaking, vulnerable, intoxicating and hurt. But most 
importantly, she needed to blossom into this beautiful 
passion flower by the film's end. We went through 60 
actresses — Sofia was the last one to come in. She walked 
into the room and took our breath away. I said a silent 
prayer to the casting gods begging them to make her as 
good as she looked. She was better that I what I was 
praying for. 

Q: Was it hard for her to play the part of afado 

singer? 

A: We went to every fado club in the area, and 
believe me, there's a lot. She had to imderstand the 
nuance of fado, the meaning of it. She learned everything 
in three weeks. I was utterly blown away by her compre- 
hension of who she was playing and the passion and hard 
work she put into it. She didn't know a word of Portu-

guese before we started and three weeks later, she knew 
what every lyric to every song meant. It's a majestic 
performance. 

Q: Were you a fan offado music? 

A: I had never heard it before. David Bakalar gave 
me a CD by Misia and I listened to it on the plane on the 
way home — over and over again. I was spellbound; that 
completely crystallized the story for me. I discovered the 
character of Celia from the music. Fado is about tragedy, 
about sorrow and being caught up in the past. It's so 
much a part of who Celia is. I was hooked. 

Q: Were the music scenes with Celia singing in 
the club difficult to shoot? 

A: Well, considering we shot from 10:00 pm until 
7:00 in the morning, and that we didn't have the master 
tapes from Misia and had to work from a CD — they were 
tough to get right, but it was completely exhilarating. As 
usual, I storyboarded everything but once you start 
working with the actors, your storyboards get thrown 
away and you capture what is the most real. Fortunately, 
we created a restaurant in an abandoned building so I was 
able to get a crane and my stedicam in there. I needed to 
keep the camera moving around to capture every nuance, 
every emotion. To have the space to do it in was a bless- 
ing. 

Q: Sofia, Lupe and Emmy — the three genera- 
tions of women — really seem like a family, how did you 
get that feeling? 

A: It's good casting but most importantly, it's 
good actors, and them allowing me to push them on that 
notion all the time. There's a wonderful undercurrent 
between Celia and Vicky, an edge that usually happens 
between a mother and a daughter — love with an edge. I 
learned that from watching my sister and my mother. I 
owe it to them.

for the role? 

A: She walked in the casting office and she was 
Vicky. We'd been through 25 other girls — not one of 
them came within a mile of what Emmy did in her 
audition. We were left breathless. It was very much the 
same experience 1 had as when Renee Zellweger came in 
to audition for me for my first film. The Whole Wide World. 
The casting Gods have always been good to me. Emmy is 
on her way to a very brilliant career. 

Q: Did you know how old she was? 

A: No way. She never would have got the job if I 
did. There are too many shooting restrictions about using 
a minor in Massachusetts and I didn't have the luxury of a 
studio shoot. I thought she was 17. When I found out she 
was 14 years old, my Assistant Director informed me we 
could only shoot three hours a day with her by state law. 
Fortunately for us the state granted us a waiver. By that 
point I was willing to do anything it took to make sure we 
could use Emmy. David felt the same. That's what mat- 
tered.

gambler and a liar here, he still has a lot of charm. 

A: It's a total Gary Grant role and I needed an 
actor who is to closest thing to Gary Grant working today. 
Jason was it — he's a spectacular actor — sexy, dangerous, 
romantic, impossible not to like and great fun to be 
around. He's the kind of actor that makes everything 
seem so effortless and yet he worked his ass off to make 
his character appealing. In a way Sofia is like a cross 
between Anna Magnani and Sophia Loren. I always 
thought if I could cast this movie back in the 50s I would 
have picked Gary Grant and Sophia Loren.

The board first met with Liz Beardsley of Camp, 
Dresser and McKee, Inc. (CDM) to sign various contracts 
awarded for the wastewater treatment plant upgrade 
project. Ms. Beardsley said Town Counsel reviewed the 
contracts and foimd "everything to be in order." With 
that, the board unanimously voted to sign and enter into a 
contract with Walsh Construction Company of Illinois for 
a total of $8.5 million for the extensive wastewater up- 
grade. 

"I'd just like to thank you and your firm for all 
your work," Chairman Jeffrey said to Ms. Beardsley. "We 
all want that plant done." 

Ms. Beardsley said they will now issue the order 
to proceed and that the contractors should be onsite by 
September. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Carolyn 
Rubenstein and members of the Marion Historical Study 
Committee to discuss the recent Historic District Study 
Committee neighborhood meeting. 

"We had a very vocal group of people there, but 
they were a small percentage of the 158 (property own- 
ers)," Ms. Rubenstein said, noting there were 201 parcels 
and some 158 owners in the proposed historic district. 
"I've given you a list of all the parcels, and this isn't an 
accurate indication of who's for and against. We did a lot 
of polling prior to last summer ... but this gives you an 
indication that I think it's important to poll them (all)

before we fold this committee." 

"I think that we should follow through with what 
we set out to do," Selectman Pierce said. "I think it would 
be premature to not proceed in that direction ... based on a 
public meeting. There must be those who are in favor of 
it." 

Ms. Rubenstein said 35 people signed in at the 
meeting, but she estimated there to be at least 50 present. 

"If there's 158 owners and 30 to 40 percent of 
them were there and were against it, I'm just going to say 
that's not a small percentage, that's a very large percent- 
age," Selectman Bryant said. "One of the things that came 
out of that meeting was the question of whether there 
were other options besides the Historic District."

"This committee was given the task of determin- 
ing whether the historic district should happen," Chair- 
man Jeffrey said. "1 guess what 1 think we should do is 
sort of finalize what the committee's task was. It wasn't 
right or wrong, and maybe in hindsight things should 
have been done differently. But 1 think if we do the 
polling once and for all, we could find out." 

"We didn't educate the public," committee 
member Judith MacKinnon said. "What's important is 
within this district boundary, you've got every donation 
Elizabeth Taber gave to the Town of Marion. We want to 
preserve (these landmarks). There's over 30 town build- 
ings that need to be preserved. They are what make 
Marion Marion. What we really need is a budget and we 
need to educate the public in a positive manner." 

"1 represent the West Drive group," said commit- 
tee member Charles Paulsen. "We'd like it to proceed. If 
we could just get in there and get the district going, we 
could build on that." 

"1 sense that West Drive had a great deal of 
support from residents," Selectman Pierce added. "(If) 
we've got one group that's ready to go, I'd say go with 
that." 

Mr. Paulsen suggested the town might want to 
consider either adopting Chapter 40C — which is very 
different from Chapter 40B and would require a two- 
thirds vote of Town Meeting — or see if there is an 
historic overlay district they could adopt. 

"I'm not convinced people are ready to make the 
'yes' or 'no' decision," Selectman Bryant said. "1 don't 
think they've been educated enough. It's not the right 
time now for a yes-or-no poll." 

"My experience has been with Newport and 
Bristol, RI," said Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman 
Lee Hayes. "It's identical to the speeches I've heard here. 
The majority of the people were against it because of 
some of the minutae that was presented. Newport and 
Bristol, in the process, got rid of the all the nitpicky stuff." 

"1 think the perception is that this (proposal) is 
more restrictive rather than protective, and it's (meant to 
be) protective," committee member Dorothy Heath said.

"Somehow we need to take a look at the other 
options," Chairman Jeffrey said. "I think we know what 
the options are ... we all know there aren't many options 
— there's probably two or three. But until we look at all 
the options and determine what makes (the best) sense, 
we're always going to have (resistance)." 

"Do you think if we had another public hearing 
just about the options, would that be adequate educa- 
tion?"

EAR INFECTIONS 

My dog has dark chocolate colored dirt in his ears 
and he is always shaking his head. Is this dirt? 
What causes this? 

Your dog probably has a yeast infection in 
his ears. A dark, waxy discharge associated 
with a musky odor is a characteristic. 
Yeast infections are common in dogs that get 
water in their ears and dogs with allergies. 
Treating ears with a 50/50 mixture of vin- 
egar and water makes an acidic environment 
that may resolve mild cases. If the ears look 
red or are painful, see your veterinarian.

he admits to terrible luck in viewing the Perseids with the 
group, cursed some years by clouds and fog, other years 
with bright moon light. Even without the meteors, there is 
plenty to see and the annual tour of the summer night sky 
has become a favorite program at the museum. 

The program includes a tour of some of the 
constellations such as Cygnus, the swan; Ursa Major (with 
the "Big Dipper" in it); Hercules; and Bootes. In these, Mr. 
Pierce points out bright stars like Vega, Altair, and Deneb 
of the sununer triangle. He also shows notable double 
stars that can be seen in binoculars, such as Albireo in the 
"head" of Cygnus, which is really a bright golden yellow 
star with a blue-tinged companion. Small backyard 
telescopes will be pointed to other objects like the Great 
Hercules Cluster, a fuzzy cluster of hundreds of thou- 
sands of stars discovered by Edmond HaUey. The real star 
of the night will be Mars, rising low in the east at 10:00 
pm. 

While Harry Potter fans know that Centaurs find 
ominous tiding in the news that Mars will be getting 
brighter throughout August, others will just enjoy the 
view. Except for the views from two NASA orbiters 
viewing Mars doesn't get much better than this since 
Mars will be the closest it has ever gotten to Earth for 
60,000 years on August 27, although it gets pretty close 
every 15 years. While it will be bright and close, since it is 
a "small" inner planet and still quite far off, features may 
not be as spectacular through a backyard scope as in 
NASA images.

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Portuguese

Passionada. Starring Jason Isaacs and Sofia Milos. 
Directed by Dan Ireland. Running time: 108 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. Opens wide August 15. 

Celia Amonte (Sofia Milos), the part-time /fld/sto in the new 
romance Passionada, stands in front of a clunky old microphone in 
a seafood restaurant and pours out her mourning in song. Her 
husband, a New Bedford fisherman, was lost at sea eight years 
ago, and she still pines for him. Though we don't really sense 
anything special between them in flashbacks aside from the usual 
cliched frisking about on the beach, we believe in the full-bodied 
intensity of emotion in her voice (actually the voice of renowned 
fadista Mfsia). Fado music, a sort of Portuguese version of blues 
music, speaks of unquenchable longing, a fate of resigned sor- 
row. The sound of it puts the rest of this rather thin movie to 
shame. 

Is this an independent film? The distinction becomes less 
clear every year. Last summer's My Big Fat Greek Wedding, the 
indie success of the new century, was at heart so comforting that 
no one was very surprised when it became a sitcom. Passionada, 
perhaps being groomed as this year's Greek Wedding, could be the 
pilot episode for a TV comedy-drama about Celia, her spunky 
motorcycle-riding daughter Vicky (Emmy Rossum), her sage old 
mother-in-law (Lupe Ontiveros), and the dubious love of Celia's 
life, card-counter Charles Beck (jason Isaacs), who falls hard for 
Celia's singing and passes himself off as a rich fish-processing 
magnate to woo her. 

Jason Isaacs, a last-minute replacement for another actor, is 
obviously relieved to cast off his usual skimky roles {The Patriot, 
the upcoming Peter Pan) and test the imcharted waters of a 
romantic lead. He's quite winning when babbling charming 
nonsense to Celia, who seems to regard Charles with disdain. 1 
don't know whether Sofia Milos is built for romance, though — 
at least not with the material she has to work with here (by 
screenwriter brothers Jim and Steve Jermanok). Mostly she ex- 
udes an imperious sense of proud inaccessibility bordering on 
arrogance: Impatiently, we may urge her to stop clinging to her 
dead husband's bones and crack a smile every so often. Unfortu- 




nately, the script, by way of matchmaker Vicky and the wise 
mother-in-law, tells her that, too. Passionada becomes yet another 
seize-the-day odd-couple fable. 

The movie was filmed in and around the heavily Portuguese 
city of New Bedford, and cinematographer Claudio Rocha brings 
out the rich hues of dusk and the lurid colors of the Feast, but the 
milieu feels generically "ethnic" and only marginally Portu- 
guese. The most intriguing characters in the film, of whom we 
learn almost nothing, are Charles' rich friends with a shady past 
of scamming, played by Seymour Cassel and Theresa Russell 
(both in superb form). When Celia sees Charles in a car with the 
Russell character, she assumes the worst and dumps him, and 
Russell goes to Celia to talk things out; it's typical of the movie 
that there's a fade-out and we don't hear what's said between the 
two. 

Passionada originally ended with Charles getting his butt 
flattened by some Russian thugs (in connection with his gam- 
bling, 1 guess) and going into a coma while Celia frets over the 
possibility of yet another lost love. The ending was radically 
reworked into the cutesy, happy denouement we get now, which 
throws off the story's structure (why the ominous scene of Charles 
getting nailed at a casino for card-counting — which sets us up to 
expect that it'll be his eventual downfall — if there's now no 
follow- through?) and goes against the soul of fado. This once 
might have been a bluesy, bitter movie about love's ephemeral 
pains and bliss. What it is now is a by-the-numbers opposites- 
attract romance in which every dramatic beat and life lesson 
comes on schedule. As for passion, Tobey Maguire showed more 
of it towards Seabiscuit.

HuittefOouglas 
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Portuguese Passion

Okay, so for two years now we've all been inundated with 
the seemingly endless brouhaha over Passionada, a movie about 
a widowed Portuguese woman (Sophia Milos) from New Bedford 
which was filmed in and around the area. Since director Dan 
Ireland and his crew first set up cameras nearly two years ago at 
such familiar sites as downtown New Bedford, Ned's Point in 
Mattapoisett, and the Shawmut Diner, we've all been waiting 
with anticipation to see if the silver screen would be kind to our 
little corner of Massachusetts. I'll leave the critical assessment of 
the movie itself to our resident film expert, Rob Gonsalves, which 
can be found elsewhere in this issue. But I thought as the resi- 
dent staff "Portagee" (and I assure you my pure Portuguese pedi- 
gree allows me to so call myself), I would examine the film's 
depiction of "my people." After all, we don't want everyone to 
think we're just about fish and fado. 

Having screened Passionada, points are immediately awarded 
for the filmmakers' decision to change the lead character's name 
from "Sally" to "Celia" — a wise suggestion I can only assume 
was made by someone from the area. Growing up, I knew plenty 
of Marias, Fatimas and even a couple of Celias, but I never met a 
Sally Mello or Sally Costa in my neighborhood. 

But, hold on! Just a few moments into the movie and there 
are two glaring errors that would likely force my dear, departed 
grandmother to start rattling her rosary beads in disapproval. 
Celia's daughter, Vicky (also a more dubious name than say Liz 
or the aforementioned Fatima), refers to her own grandmother 
as "Nana" and then jumps up from the dinner table on her way 
out to meet someone (presumably a "boy") in Providence! 

Now even those from the area who aren't Portuguese know 
very well we call our grandmothers "Vavo" and there isn't a 
"Vavo" this side of the Azores that would allow her teenaged 
granddaughter to walk out on dinner, alone, to meet someone 
on a school night. Rest assured, I personally know of friends who 
attempted this stunt once and didn't get their hands on the door- 
knob before their heads met with the underside of Vavo's trusty 
slipper. Those fiesty black-clad women are pretty quick and ac- 
curate with the deadly slipper-slap. 

I won't nitpick too much the fact that Vicky cavorts around 
on a flashy and expensive motorcycle — something which not 
only would be considered too pricey but just plain inappropriate 
for a young Portuguese girl to own. But I can't accept the fact 
that any Portuguese girl under the age of 21 living with her 
mother and vavo would ever be allowed to leave the house alone 
without being accompanied by her brother and /or one of sev- 
eral cousins. I know only too well the dreaded dating process 
that relatives and friends had to endure under a Portuguese 
household regime. (Oddly enough, boys didn't suffer the same 
iron-clad treatment.) But if Celia had a son (say Manny or Louie), 
it wouldn't have resonated as well as the film's depiction of three 
generations of Portuguese women, now would it? 




Speaking of which, as much as I liked Lupe Ontiveros as 
Nana/ Vavo, she was just a little too hip and understanding for 
my taste. And the three women's roles were rather confused. In 
reality, Vavo would be doling out the life lessons to Celia, who 
would impart this wisdom in a more palatable form to daughter 
Vicky. And Vicky would have to take it imtU she became the buffer 
between Celia and her own daughter. When Vavo speaketh, ev- 
eryone listens. It's a family thing. 

Having shot at actual New Bedford locations, Passionada does 
manage to assimilate some of the area's cultural icons, and it was 
good to see the tell-tale Portuguese flag and lucky rooster in a 
couple of shots, among others; not to mention a fairly accurate 
portrayal of Celia's appropriately lengthy period of mourning 
— replete with black dress and veil. But if the world were to base 
their idea of the variety of Portuguese cuisine on Passionada, they 
might think we eat nothing but fish, shellfish, and more fish. How 
could local film consultants let a "Portuguese" movie be made 
without showcasing such delicacies as Portuguese steak served 
on a bed of rice and topped with a fried egg? Or kale soup or 
cagoila? Or, God forbid, ne'er a link oflinguiga nor a chunk ofchourigo 
to be found? They certainly could have squeezed a couple of these 
dishes into the scene where Celia cooks an eight-course meal for 
would-be sweetheart Charles Beck (Jason Isaacs). (Admittedly, 
the amount of food in that scene is about right for the average 
meal.) 

Given that the film is being touted as another possible My 
Big Fat Greek Wedding or Mystic Pizza, I was mostly disappointed 
with its overall lack of humor. We Portuguese can poke fun at 
ourselves with the best of them, and I really felt the whole movie 
took itself and its characters — especially Celia — way too seri- 
ously. If the Greeks believe Windex to be a cure-all, then the Por- 
tuguese put similar faith in spices and homemade wine. (Yes, 
my Vavo would actually pour wine into my soup as a child when 
I was sick!) Touches like this would have been welcomed. 

There was only one amusing scene in which Celia offers 
Charles an appropriately "softened" Portuguese-to-EngUsh trans- 
lation of a string of insults hurled at him by two fishermen when 
he almost collides with their boat. Now that scene felt real and 
ethnic to me. I only wish Passionada had as much color in its writ- 
ing as it did in its lush photography.
